'Hundreds of pounds of additional 


papers and other salvage materials 
are available in the homes of Get- 
tysburg residents each week," a 
spokesman for the fire company 
said, "and since the collections for 
the previous month were bundled 
and ready to be collected last week, 
it should be a simple matter to £»Ud 
the salvage accumulated during the 
ast week to the already accumu- 
ated bundles." 
The need for waste paper becomes 


increasingly grave, the firemen said, 
with most paper reconversion mills 
in the country working only part 
time because of lack of paper. The 
amount in one waste paper basket 
contributed by everyone each day 
would keep the mills running and 
turning out paper and paperboard 
to be used for civilian and military 
use, it was asserted. "When it is 
understood that paper is used in 
connection with nearly every piece 
of equipment in the war one can 
'understand the tremendous demand 
for paper," it was stated. "Every 
shell has to have its individual paper 
wrapping, bombs are placed in 
paper containers, foods and medi- 
cines are placed in paper boxes for 
shipment to our men on the fight- 
ing fronts." a spokesman said. 
"Surely, realizing that need, one 
cannot refuse to give tha t which 
usually throws away."

Allied Headquarters. Naples, March 25 (AP)—Tough 


German parachutists, ordered by their commander, Lt. Gen. 
Richard Heindrich, to cling to Cassino at all costs and throw 
the Allies out if possible, are holding New Zealand troops in 
tight confines in the southern part of the town. 


The Germans have been able to get three more tanks into 


the lobby of the Continental hotel and apparently are rein- 
forcing their troops through secret tunnels, it was disclosed. 


One of the tunnels used by the Germans was said to ex- 


tend more than 1,000 yards from the abbey atop Monastery 
-Hill-to the vicinity of Castle Hill which the Germans have 
been trying desperately to take from New Zealand troops 
of the Fifth Army. 


Bombers Pound Railways 


German forces ringing the Allied Anzio beachhead mean- 


vhile stabbed tentatively at the Allied lines with tanks. Two 
)f the tanks were reported knocked out east of Carroceto. 
21 miles below Rome. Five others were unofficially reported 
lestroyed west of Cisterna by artillery fire. 


Allied heavy bombers attacked the rail yards at Rimini 


ind Ancona yesterday while medium bombers struck at the 
port of Leghorn and rail facilities at Orvieto, Sulmona and 
?ano, Allied headquarters announced. 


Eleven Allied planes failed to return from the day's opera- 


tions as against the 20 German craft destroyed Friday. 


The Germans maintained heavy shelling of the Anzio and 


Nettuno beachhead areas and there were also scattered patrol 
clashes. 


Allied big guns supported tanks in the slugging match 


with German armor in the vicinity of both the Continental 
lotel and the Hotel Des Roses in Cassino. Both sides main- 
tained almost continual shellfire, harassing rear areas as well 
as the battlefront. 


Bomb Yugoslav Harbors 


Eighty-five German planes were active over the battle 


areas during daylight hours yesterday while the Mediter- 
ranean Allied airforce flew more than 1,500 sorties. 


Large numbers of enemy planes were fought off by Lib- 


erator heavy bombers that ranged as far north as Rimini and 
hit targets along the Italian oast coast .rail line. Jn at least 
16 separate engagements with "unusually aggressive" Ger- 
man fighters, crew members said 40 enemy planes were shot 
down. 


A small formation-of Flying Fortresses bombed the Yugo- 


lav harbors of Sibenik and Split and Spitfires bombed and 
strafed shipping and shore targets along the Dalmation coast 
while Aircobras struck at similar targets along the Italian 
west coast.

Tojo now tells us that the "Indian 


National army," which supposedly 
has been created from anti-British 
elements in Burma, is under com- 
mand of Bose. This army, declares 
Tojo, "has begun its march to its 
native land," but he doesn't indi- 
cate whether Bose is with it. The 
Japanese premier says the plan is 
to liberate India and put it in the 
hands of the "free India provisional 
government."

Still Should Be Drained 


This year some engineers are ad- 


vocating leaving permanent type 
anti-freeze in the cooling system all 
summer, provided the car is limited 
to very low mileage. Their argument 
is that if the solution already is 
weak and no further permanent 
type of anti-freeze is available next 
fall too much would be lost in drain- 
ing the cooling system. They believe 
that due to the low annual mileage 
of the average car during wartime 
the risk of cylinder head gasket 
leakage Is greatly reduced. 


This idea will get a lot of play this 


spring so I want to go on record as 
being opposed to it. The longer anti- 
freeze is used the more it is con- 
taminated by slow leakage of gas 
vapors past the head gasket into the 
cooling system. And I can't see any 
reason why an owner can't drain off 
the anti-freeze without spilling it. 
He can attach a short length of hose 
to the drain cock, putting the other 
end in a pan beneath the car. 
Never try to drain directly into glass 
or earthenware jugs. 


Speaking of flushing reminds me 


to caution against using the old 
method of opening the drain cock 
and running water from a ho.se into 
the top of the radiator. In the 
old days this was fairly successful 
because the water ran down through 
the block as well as through the 
radiator core. With modem cars the 
cold water will quickly force the 
motor thermostat shut, hence all 
the flushing will be confined to the 
radiator. 
Of course the motor 


thermostat can be removed but if 
you are going this far with the job 
you may as' well treat the cooling 
system to a genuine reverse flush- 
ing. 


Mecluuuc Joe Speakins: 


"Lack of cleanliness is something 


which continues to be a prime cause 
of motor car troubles. You might 
call It bad housekeeping. Sounds 
sort of fussy, I know, but just the 
same it is the basis of much that 
seems like mechanical failure. One 
of the best examples is battery post 
corrosion. This is plain messiness, 
evidence that metal parts are being 
attacked by acid from the electro- 
lyte. 


"Then there is the familiar start- 


er-drive which, unless clean, is cer- 
tain to fail. When a starter gear 
fails to move over into position with 
the flywheel ring gear the chances 
are that its shaft is dirty and mere- 
ly needs a little cleaning. Or per- 
haps the starter-motor commutator 
itielf Is greasy or grimy. Dirt plays 
harvoc with wheel bearings, and we 
even get into trouble if the oil filter 
or the air filter isn't kept clean. 
Clean cleaners save gas and motor 
wear." 


It may seem odd to talk about 


the windshield when discussing the 
matter of getting maximum service 
from the car's headlights, but the

Safer Plan For Test 


When an experienced service man 


suspects that there are intake mani- 
fold leaks and can't quite locate

If idling is immediately better the 
indications are that the externally 
applied fuel is being sucked into the 
intake to enrich the mixture. This 
plan, however, has certain elements 
of danger especially in the hands of 
the uninitiated. A better stunt for 
the novice is to squirt a little kero- 
sene or motor tune-up oil around 
the suspected points of leakage. The 
engine won't run better as a result 
of this but when the kerosene or oil 
sucks into the engine it will burn

What's Your Problem 


Q. I am considering installing an 


oil filter on my car. However, the

A fruitful source of squeaking is 


at the bottom of coil springs of cars 
with knee-action wheels. Sometimes 
it is merely necessary to put a little 
oil into the holders or bases of the 
coils, but if this does not stop the 
noise then have the car raised up on 
a filling station hoist.

When the hoist is lowered 
a little the center of the knee-action 
unit will rise and take weight off 
the coils. Then it is easy to get oil 
to the rusted and dirt covered bases. 


One For The Book 


A neat way to remove a motor 


head stud, if it sticks, is to screw 
on two nuts and make them lock 
against each other. Then apply your 
open end wrench to the lower nut, 
and give it a turn. You get a real 
grip this way and it does the trick.
